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ANNUAL  MEETING,  25th  May,  1961. 


The  Chairman,  Mr.  C.  E.  Espin,  welcomed  those  present  and  especially 
the  guest  speaker,  Professor  Stanley  Shuttleworth,  President-elect  of  the 
Grahamstown  Branch  of  Rotary  International.  He  referred  to  the  close 
association  between  the  Library  and  Rotary.  Miss  Wood  had  received  an 
illuminated  Token  of  Esteem  from  Rotary  in  1955  and  the  Library  was 
grateful  to  Rotarians  m many  places  for  their  assistance  and  particularly  to 
the  Grahamstown  Branch,  which  had  already  done  much  to  make  the  work 
of  the  Library  known  and  was  preparing  to  launch  a campaign  to  assist  in 
the  conversion  from  disc-recorded  books  to  tape-recorded  books. 

The  Reports  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  were  received 
with  acclamation.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Library  had  ended  the  year 
with  a deficit  of  £286. 

Professor  Shuttleworth  began  his  speech  by  remarking  that  someone 
who  is  blind  really  has  more  need  for  literature  than  a sighted  person,  as  his 
other  activities  are  more  limited.  He  referred  with  appreciation  to  the  42 
years  of  service  that  Miss  Wood  had  given  in  providing  this  literature  to 
people  of  all  races  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  even  beyond  its  borders. 

He  went  on  to  explain  that  although  Braille  and  Moon-type  books  were 
greatly  appreciated  by  many  blind  people,  there  are  a large  number  who  have 
not  the  manual  dexterity  to  read  by  touch.  For  them  the  disc-recordings 
have  been  a great  boon,  but  these  are  comparatively  clumsy.  The  Closed 
Tape  Machine  (which  has  been  produced  by  the  Royal  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind,  London  after  years  of  research)  has  the  simplest  type  of  manual 
control  and  provides  an  entire  book  in  a single  cassette.  The  blind  person 
can  operate  it  easUy  without  assistance.  The  player  is  expected  to  cost 
about  R44  and  each  cassette  roughly  R18.  Pour  cassettes  per  reader  should  be 
allowed,  so  therefore  a sum  of  R116  would  cover  the  requirements  of  each 
reader. 

In  order  to  help  the  Library  in  its  transfer  to  tape-recordings,  the  Gra- 
hamstown Branch  of  Rotary  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  unanimous  support 
from  the  700  Rotarians,  representing  all  Clubs  South  of  Pretoria,  when  they 
met  at  the  District  Conference  in  Cape  Town  in  April.  Two  other  districts 
have  also  promised  to  help.  On  the  home  front,  the  Branch  has  persuaded 
the  Grahamstown  City  Council  to  increase  its  annual  grant  very  substantiallj'. 

In  conclusion.  Professor  Shuttleworth  pointed  out  the  importance  of 
keeping  the  cassette  service  for  the  blind  centralised,  so  that  the  widest 
possible  selection  of  literature  should  be  available  from  a central  national 
institution  and  so  that  the  personal  contacts  between  library  staff  and  readers 
built  up  over  the  years  could  be  maintained. 

The  Chairman  thanked  Professor  Shuttleworth  on  behalf  of  all  those 
present  for  a most  interesting  and  stimulating  address. 

The  meeting  closed  with  a demonstration  of  the  new  tape-player.

MOON  AND  BRAILLE 
DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year,  86  volumes  were 
lost  or  discarded  but  on  December 
31st  there  were  19,146  volumes  in 
stock.  Of  these  450  were  bought  and 
155  were  given. 

Worcester  School  for  the  Blind 
gave  us  27  volumes  in  Afrikaans. 
Most  of  our  Afrikaans  books  are 
produced  by  the  S.A.  Blind  Workers 
Organisation  and  sold  to  us  at  a 
nominal  cost.  They  also  bind  all  our 
hand-done  books.  We  are  most  grate- 
ful to  these  two  institutions. 

The  number  of  volumes  circulated 
was  12,649. 


REPORT,  1960 

Magazines  : We  get  48  magazines 
and  we  get  duplicates  of  the  most 
popular  ones.  5,012  magazines  were 
circulated.  We  supplied  old  magazines 
and  Reader’s  Digests  to  a coloured 
patient  at  Dr.  Stals'  Sanatorium, 
Westlake,  C.P. 

Renders  : We  sent  books  to  437 
readers.  There  were  49  new  readers 
and  6 readers  died.

TALKING  BOOKS 

Readers  310  readers  received 
records  during  the  year.  14  readers 
died,  56  others  gave  up  reading  and 
5 rejoined. 

Machines  — No  new  machines  were 
bought  but  we  had  gifts  from  Mrs. 
Barbour  and  from  the  estates  of  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Cark,  Mr.  W.  Thomas  and 
Mrs.  Grosse.  We  bought  back  7 
machines  from  readers,  we  lent  2 and 
we  resold  5.  Altogether  32  machines 


wore  issued  during  the  year. 

Records  in  St*K-k  Of  the  26,267 
records,  24,126  were  English,  2,141 
vv'ere  American,  an  increase  of  940 
records  over  1959. 

(Urculatlon  - - 98,287  records  (or 
10.025  volumes)  were  sent  out  (an 
average  of  33  volumes  per  working 
day)  that  was  390  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.

Another  reader  was  thrilled 
with  “The  Jungle  Man”  because  he 
had  been  with  Major  Pretorius  when 
he  was  hunting  elephants  in  the  Addo 
bush,  “a  most  wonderful  experience, 
never  to  be  forgotten”.  He  adds  “I 
should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for 
•'ll!  you  have  done  for  us.” 

TALKING  BOOK  DISCS  TO  TAPES 

While  in  England,  Mrs.  Neville 
visited  the  Sound  Recording  Studio 
of  the  Royal  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind  and  gave  us  a most 
interesting  account  of  all  she  saw 
there.  Miss  Spurting  went  to  Durban 
in  March  and  was  given  an  insight 
into  the  work  of  Tape-Aids  for  the 


Blind  on  open  tapes.  We  plan  to 
follow  the  Nuffield  Library  for  the 
Blind  and  to  use  cassettes  for  our 
l)ooks.  We  have  a Tape  Player  and 
two  cassettes  and  have  ordered  the 
necessary  equipment  for  the  initial 
change  over  which  will  take  about  5 
years. 

THE  NATIONAL  COUNCIL  FOR 
THE  BLIND  BIENNIAL  MEETING 

This  meeting  was  held  in  Cape 
Town  in  October  and  Miss  Spurting 
and  Mrs.  Laurie  attended  as  dele- 
gates from  the  Library.  We  are  very 
pleased  that  Miss  Spurting  was 
elected  to  the  Executive  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Eastern  Province. 

The  change  from  discs  to  Tapes 
was  discussed.  Miss  Spurting  demon- 
strated our  prototype  tape-player.  The 
cost  of  the  change  over  will  probably 
be  in  the  nature  of  £27,000  and  the 
S.A.  National  Council  is  prepared  to 
help  us  raise  the  money.  Our  dele- 
gates had  helpful  talks  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kruger  of  the  Braille  Transcrip- 
tion Bureau  and  with  Mr.  Van  Eeden 
of  the  Worcester  Braille  Printing 
Press.  They  also  visited  Worcester, 
seeing  the  school,  the  Printing  Press 
and  the  Tape  Recording  Studio  and 
had  an  interview  with  the  Principal. 
Dr.  P.  Biesenbach.  In  Cape  Town  the 
delegates  went  to  a play  produced  by 
the  Light  House  Club  and  much 
enjoyed  it.  Only  one  member  of  the 
cast  was  sighted.  They  were  much 
interested  to  meet  many  of  our 
readers. 

VISITORS 

Among  visitors  we  were  very 
pleased  to  welcome  Dr.  Van  Schalk- 
wijk  (Chairman  of  the  S.A.  National 
Council  for  the  Blind),  Mr.  Van  Eeden 
from  Worcester,  Mrs.  Battle  from 
Pretoria,  and  two  of  our  readers.  Miss 
Aucamp  and  Brother  Nolan.  We  also 
had  visits  from  Social  Science, 
U.E.D.,  S.C.A.  Students  from  Rhodes 


and  others  from  the  Training  College. 
Children  from  the  4th  form  D.S.G. 
and  Standard  2 from  V.G.H.S.  and 
from  the  Practising  School,  St. 
Clements. 

FUNDS 

As  we  had  a deficit  of  £928  at  the 
end  of  1959,  efforts  have  been  made 
to  raise  funds.  On  November  22nd, 
Mrs.  Kerr  arranged  a “Spring  Fair” 
for  local  societies  and  the  stall  for 
the  library  raised  over  £72.  The  staff 
served  at  the  stall  and  they  and  their 
friends  contributed  generously  in 
articles  for  sale  as  did  many  people 
in  the  town.  Our  good  friend  Mr. 
Schermbrucker  appealed  through  the 
Light  House  Club  magazine  for  con- 
tributions and  readers  and  friends  sent 
him  £156  17s.  Rhodes  Rag  gave  us 
£150.  In  Queenstown,  boys  and  girls 
of  the  Land  Service  Club  sent  a 
cheque  for  £105  13s.  9d.  It  was 

handed  to  one  of  our  readers,  Mrs. 
Merriman,  on  our  behalf.  The  money 
is  to  be  used  for  English  and  Afri- 
kaans books  on  the  natural  beauties 
of  South  Africa.  At  the  request  of  one 
of  our  readers,  Mr.  Leslie  Green  made 
an  appeal  over  the  S.A.B.C.  Bovril 
programme  for  funds  and  he  sent  us 
£87. 

We  had  several  legacies,  three  from 
readers. 

PUBLICITY 

Miss  Spurting  gave  talks  to  the 
Sevenfountains  W.A.A.  and  to  the 
Toe  H Women’s  Association  and  she 
was  interviewed  in  Women’s  World 
in  Cape  Town.  Mrs.  Goss  spoke  to  the 
Mother’s  Circle.  Miss  Wood  was  inter- 
viewed in  “Radio  Mirror”.  Richard 
Buncher  gave  a talk  on  the  library 
in  “This  is  South  Africa”  one  morning 
at  6.35. 

The  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind  are  publishing  a book  on  Social 
Work  including  40  biographies  of 
any  persons  who  during  the  last  50 
years  have  contributed  substantially 


to  the  origin  or  development  of  any 
branch  of  social  service.  They  asked 
for  a biography  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  library.  Biographies  have  also 
been  requested  for  “An  Encyclopaedia 
of  Blind  Welfare  Work”  compiled  by 
the  National  Association  for  the 
Blind  in  Japan. 

GRANTS  AND  DONATIONS 
We  have  had  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Education,  Arts  and 
Science  and  grants-in-aid  from  the 
Provinces,  from  sixteen  Divisional 
Councils  and  twenty-four  Muncipali- 
ties.  There  were  eleven  street  collec- 
tions. Kimberley  headed  the  list  with 
£113  9s.  3d.  Twenty-eight  libraries 
sent  us  the  contents  of  their  boxes. 
Pietermaritzburg  sent  £15  Is.  4d., 
Malmesbury  £13  14s.  6d.  and  Bloem- 
fontein £13.  We  also  had  grants  from 
the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind,  from  St.  Dunstans,  from  the 
Rhodes  Rag  and  from  several  Socie- 


ties, including  locally  “The  Women  'f 
League  of  Help’’.  Gifts  from  schools 
included  those  from  Johannesburg 
High  School  for  girls  (Bamato  Park), 
Queenstown  High  School  for  Girls 
(Burt  House)  and  locally  from  V.G. 
H.S.  (Macdonald  House),  from  St. 
Andrew’s  Chapel  and  from  the  sale 
of  rosettes  at  St.  Andrew’s  College 
sports,  made  by  Mrs.  Harvey  "in 
memory  of  Dollie  Mullins”. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  all  those 
who  have  helped  us  so  generously,  to 
public  bodies  and  to  private  donors 
and  for  special  help  from  the  Stan- 
dard Bank,  the  Eastern  Province 
Guardian  Loan,  Messrs.  Beaumont 
and  Rice,  Mr.  A.  H.  Wagstaff,  Rotary, 
S.A.B.C.,  Radio  Hams  and  to  the 
Post  Office  officials  who  cope  with 
thousands  of  letters,  books  and 
parcels.

JAARVERGADERING  25  MEI  1961. 

Die  Voorsitter,  mnr.  C.  E.  Espin,  heet  die  aanwesiges  welkom  en  verwya 
in  die  besonder  na  die  teenwoordigheid  van  professor  Stanley  Shuttleworth, 
die  gekose  president  van  die  Grahanistad  tak  van  die  Rotariers  Intemasionaal, 
wat  as  spreker  optree. 

Die  voorsitter  maak  melding  van  die  hegte  band  wat  daar  tussen  die 
biblioteek  en  die  Rotariervereniging  bestaan.  Mej.  Wood  het  in  1955  ’n 
versierde  adres  as  teken  van  agting  van  die  Rotariers  ontvang  en  die 
biblioteek  is  dankbaar  teenoor  hierdie  beweging  van  oral-oor  vir  hulle  hulp 
en  veral  teenoor  die  Grahamstad  tak,  wat  alreeds  so  baie  verrig  het  om  die 
werk  van  die  biblioteek  bekend  te  maak.  Hulle  is  juis  weer  besig  om  ’n 
veldtog  van  stapel  te  stuur  om  te  help  met  die  koste  vir  die  oorskakeling 
van  plaat-  na  bandopnames. 

Die  rapporte  van  die  ere-sekretaresse  en  ere-tesourier  is  met  groot  byval 
ontvang.  Dit  is  aangetoon  dat  die  jaar  met  n tekort  van  £286  geeindig  het. 

Professor  Shuttleworth  het  sy  toespraak  begin  deur  te  se  dat  iemand  wat 
blind  is  leesstof  werklik  meer  nodig  het  as  ’n  siende  persoon  aangesien  sy 
ander  aktiwiteite  meer  beperk  is.  Hy  het  met  groot  waardering  verwys  na 
die  42  jaar  diens  wat  mej.  Wood  gelewer  het  om  hierdie  leesstof  aan  blindes 
van  alle  rasse  in  die  Unie  van  Suid-Afrika,  seifs  ook  buite  sy  grense,  te  verskaf. 

Hy  het  voortgegaan  om  te  verduidelik  dat  alhoewel  Braille  en  Moontipe 
boeke  deur  baie  blindes  in  'n  hoe  mate  waardeer  word,  daar  tog  nog  ’n  groot 
aantal  is  wat  nie  oor  die  hande  behendigheid  beskik  om  by  wyse  van  gevoel 
to  lees  nie.  Vir  diesulkes  is  die  plaatopnames  'n  groot  seen,  maar  die 
bantering  van  die  plate  is  betreklik  lomp.  Die  geslote  bandspeelmasjien,  wat 
na  jare  van  navorsing  deur  die  “Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind”. 
London,  gelewer  is,  besit  die  eenvoudigste  tipe  van  handkontrole  en  verskaf 
’n  volledige  boek  in  'n  enkele  k asset,  ’n  Blinde  kan  dit  heel  gemaklik  sonder 
hulp  self  hanteer.  Dit  word  bereken  dat  die  speelmasjien  R44  en  elke  kasset 
naasteby  R18  sal  kos.  Vier  kasette  word  per  leser  bereken,  dus  sal  die  som 
van  R116  min  of  meer  die  behoeftes  van  elke  leser  voorsien. 

Ten  einde  die  biblioteek  behulpsaam  te  wees  in  die  ooiskakeling  van 
plaat-  na  bandopnames  het  die  Grahamstad  tak  van  die  Rotariers  daarin 
geslaag  om  die  eenparige  ondersteuning  van  die  700  lede  verteenwoordigend 
van  al  die  takke  suid  van  Pretoria  te  verkry  tydens  die  Distrikskonferensie  in 
April  te  Kaapstad.  Twee  ander  distrikte  het  ook  ondemeem  om  hulp  te 
verleen.  Die  Grahamstad  tak  het  die  plaaslike  stadsraad  beweeg  om  die 
jaarlikse  toelaag  aansienlik  te  verhoog. 

Ten  slotte  het  professor  Shuttleworth  gewys  op  die  belangrikheid  daarvan 
dat  die  voorsiening  van  die  kasette  aan  die  blindes  gesentraliseer  moet  word, 
sodat  die  wydste  keuse  van  leesstof  vanaf  ’n  sentrale  nasionale  instituut  beskik- 
baar  is  en  ook  sodat  die  persoonlike  kontak  wat  oor  die  jare  tussen  die 
biblioteek  personeel  en  lesers  opgebou  is,  gehandhaaf  kan  word. 

Die  voorsitter  het  professor  Shuttleworth  namens  die  gehoor  bedank  vir 
’n  mees  interessante  en  stimulerende  rede. 

Nadat  die  nuwe  bandspeelmasjien  gedemonstreer  is,  het  die  vergadering 
verdaag.
